A short distance from this i* "Lake Purity” 
— a small body of water, about 120 Let iu lengtb 
and 12 in width, two or three feet deep, and so 
clear that small pebbles can be distinctly seen 
at the bottom. The water is exceedingly pure, 
aud sufficiently cold for drinking purposes. 

You then come to the " Oiant't Coffin ' — a 
rock said to be 60 feet in length, and in every 
respect proportioned as a common wooden cof- 
fin. The top extends a little over tlie sides, 
and the shape is such as to give it every appear- 
ance of a coffin. This is certainly orte of the 
mo-t wonderful curiosities to be secu in the 
Cave. There is nothing about it showing any 
marks of the hammer or any instrument what- 
ever. Immediately over this coffin, is a figure 
iu the rock representing an ant cater..
